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CAAP ALLOCATIONS - 2000 AERONAUTICS PROGRAM (2000-01)

SUMMARY
The attached resolution proposes alocating $845,000 for five projects from the 2000 Aeronautics Program.

RECOMMENDATION

The Department of Trangportation (Department) recommends that the Cdifornia Trangportation Commission
(Commission) approve Resolution FDOA-2001-3, alocetion of Cdifornia Aid to Airports Program (CAAP)
fundsfor Fisca Year (FY) 2000-01.

BACKGROUND

In March 2000, the Commisson adopted the 2000 Aeronautics Program consisting of 74 projects and
$15,976,000. The 2000-01 year of the 2000 Aeronautics Program aso includes eleven unallocated prior year
projects for $1,420,000.

The overdl cost for the Mefford Field Airport project (Project No. Tul-6-00-1) has increased from $91,000 to
$171,000, a difference of $80,000. This increase is due to the runway and taxiway requiring an overlay as
opposed to a durry sed that was not factored in the origind project estimate and to the substantia increase in
the cost of materidls. The additiond funding is available from a previoudy programmed but withdrawvn 2000
CAAP Project.

The overdl cogt for the Serraville-Dearwater Airport project (Project No. Sie-1-00-1) has increased from
$164,000 to $229,000, a difference of $65,000. Thisincrease is due to the runway further deteriorating since
the origind estimate and to the a substantid increase in the cost of materids. The additiona funding is available
from a previoudy programmed but withdrawn 2000 CAAP Project.

WHEREAS, each recommended allocation requires a loca maiching rate of 10 percent of the
nonfederal funded portion of the Cdifornia Aid to Airports Program (CAAP) A&D project as
edtablished by the Commisson.

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Commission does hereby dlocate $345000 and
authorizes the Department to extend this offer and enter into a Grant Agreement, congstent with this
